Ie Such ‘as to Encourage Hope That the 
Worst Is Over—No More Troops Needed. 
An Address from Gov. Buchanan. 


Coal Creek, Tenn., August 19.—(Special.) 
Two bloody, hard-fought battles and two 
quick, sharp, death-dealing skirmishes, 
ali fought under the black flag, mark the 
history of the Coal Creek war within the 
past twenty-four hours. And as a result, 
Tennessee will have at least six funerals 
within the next few days. More than 
likely, that six may be swelled to 
more than twice the number. While 
are 
Wurying those whe have given 
their lives away, nearly, if not not 
quite, half a hundred will be watched 
and nursed because of the wounds they 
have received. When I closed my dis- 
patches last night at Camp Carnes, every 
one in that section felt certain that the 
fight would be one of the bloodiest in the 
history of Tennessee. No one thought 
for an instant that the fighting would be 
40 promiscuous as it was, or that the loss 
of life would be near so light. Every one 
was anticipating a big battle between 
the combined military forces and the 
entire mining aggregation, and every 
one believed that the battle would 
result in a great big number of 
deaths; but, instead of the one big 
battle, with a big roll of miss 
ing soldiers, four fights occurred, and 
in those four battles the state of Tennes- 
see lost seven citizens—three who were 
defending her honor and upholding her 
law, and four who defied the law and 
were trying to trample the state’s flag 
into the ground. Those seven men who 
are now awaiting a resting place in some 
burial ground are: 

HARRY WALTHALL, bookkeeper in 
the Knoxville and Ohio road’s auditing 
department. 

FRANK GIBBONS, a deputy sheriff. 

BEN BUSH, a prosperous young farmer. 

TOM MELANE, a miner who came 
from Jellico. 

GEORGE MILLER, a railroader, who 
has been in sympathy with the miners 
and has been among them since the 
troops came out. 

WILLIAM BUCK, a coal digger from 
Oliver Creek. 

AN UNKNOWN MAN, who may have 
been fighting either under the miners’ 
flag or under the state’s banner, so far 
as can be ascertained. 

There May Be Many More. 
Besides these seven, in a careful search 
among the bushes and cliffs around Coal 

Creek, many more dead bodies may be 
found. 

The death roll, though heavy, was not 
half so heavy as every one thought it 
would be; but when the long list of 
wounded is added to it, no one will dare 
doubt that more than enough blood was 
shed in Tennessee in one day. The list 
of wounded, though not complete, more 
than trebles the dead, and there is every 
reason to believe that more than one of 
those who are now occupying cots in im- 
provised hospitals may live only a few 
days and then join those of the army of 
the state’s defense who died upon the 
field.

_ of securing the present cessation of hostil- 
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Walden ridge, It resulted in the death 
of two of the state’s men and the killing 
of two miners. When it began, both 
Srmies were completely surprised, as 
neither knew of the proximity of the 
other until the firing began. 

Shortly after dark yesterday evening a 
band of nearly two hundred soldiers left 
the railroad at Offuts, a station about four 
miles from Coal Creek, and started across 
the mountain for the garrison Colonel 
Anderson had been commanding up to 
the time of his arrest. The command 
was composed of military companies 
from Chattanooga and a posse coming 
from Knoxville. The former were under 
command of Colonel Woolford; of Chatta- 
nooga, while the latter was subject to the 
order of Major Carpenter, & war veteran 
of sixty-five years, whose hair and beard 
are perfectly white. 

When that body left the railroad 

The March Acrossthe Mountain 
began. The night was so dark and cloudy 
that the tall, heavy shade trees under 
which they passed could not throw a 
shadow. 

Up the rugged mountain the men began 
moving shortly after dark, fully con- 
vinced that they were treading the route 
over which General Carnes would be 
moving in a short time. The ascent was 
long and tedious, and when the men went 
over the crest and started down the long, 
steep slope they gave a sigh of genuine 
relief. But the sigh had hardly been 
drawn when firing began in the armies’ 
rear. During the time something over a 
hundred miners from Oliver Springs 
reached the same ridge on their way to 
reinforce the miners. When they reached 
the top of the ridge tfiey were tired, and 
squatted down for a rest. In a short 
time the soldiers came feeling their way 
up the path, all unmindful of the miners. 

The Miners Discovered the Soldiers 
before the soldiers could discover them, 
and secreted themselves behind a cliff. 
The soldiers marched by, and just as the 
rear guard passed over the crest of the 
mountain the miners scattered out behind 
them. The rear guard was composed of 
six men, all citizens, but they were com- 
manded by one of the militia lleutenants. 
More by accident than otherwise, that 
lieutenant, looking back, saw some one 
dart from behind a tree. Instantly he 
called out: 

“Halt, advance and give the. counter- 
sign!“ 

On the word “halt,” the rear guard 
divided. Three of them ran away, while 
the other three came to an “about face“ 
with their lieutenant. 

“Halt, hell!“ came back from behind a 
tree. “If you want me, come for me.” 

With the words came a bright, blinding 
flash and a report. 

Fire!“ commanded the lieutenant. 

The three men who stood by the officer 
responded, and in the same instant the 
cliff was illuminated. The miners were 
firing upon the soldiers. | 

The first shot, of course, attracted the 
attention of Major Carpenter, and in a 
minute he had reversed his column and 
was moving up the hill. 

A Brenk in the Battle. 

The men fought desperately, but the 
battle didn’t last lohg. Aer probably 
five hundred shots had been exchanged a 
man sprang upon the top of the cliff, yell- 
ing out above the cracking of the Win- 
chesters: “Major Carpenter!“ 

The major heard it, and, thinking the 
man wanted to surrender his command, 
ordered his men {8 ceaSe firing. At the 
same time the shooting from the cliff 
ceased, 

Major,“ said the man, “I belonged to 
the Second Tennessee, yog@r regiment, 
during the war, and I know you ain’t 
afraid of anything; but you are wrong 
this time, and we want you to leave. If 
you don’t promise now to do so you'll 
meet your death.“ 

“Shoot,” said the mafor, indignantly. 
Then, turning to his troops, the did white 
haired, brave veteran ordered them to 
fire and charge. The men obeyed, and 
the assault was irresistible. The miners 
could not stand it, and fled, but the fight 
cost Major Carpenter two of his best men 
—Walthall and Gibbons. They were both 
lying upon the ground dead—one shot 
through the face and the other through 
the neck. : 

Over fifteen hundred shots were fired 
during the engagement, and the engage- 
ment did not last more than three min- 
utes. In addition to having two dead 
men, Major Carpenter had a half dozen 
wounded on his hands. Mr. Coty, one of 
Knoxville’s leading attorneys, was the 
most desperately wounded, and, worse 
than all, the wound was inflicted by his 
own men. It was

that Walthall was killed. The troops 
were fighting on a deep mountain side, 
and were compelled to shoot. Those who 
were in the front ranks were virtually 
between two fires. In front were. the 
miners, while in their rear were the ex- 
cited soldier boys who had never been 
under fire before. But Major Carpenter 
controlled his men well, and the miners 
were driven from the field, leaving two of 
their companions dead upon the ground. 

After the fight Major Carpenter decided 
that it would be better to return to the 
railroad than to attempt to reach the gar 


rison. In moving away, Colonel Wool- | 
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[who had clung together encountered a par- 
ty of miners near the first battlefield 
and a 

Sharp Brush of a Minute or Two 
ensued. None of the soldiers were hurt 
in the skirmish, but is it generally believed 
that the miners carried away a 
comrade. About 7 o'clock a detachment 
sent out by General Carnes ran upon 4 
gang of miners just above the coal chute 
less than a mile from the depot. The min- 
ers are twice as many as the soldiers, but 
Colonel Sevies, who was in command, led 
his troops forward and a warm exchange 
of shots ensued. Whether any one was 
killed or not among the miners it is im- 
possible to tell: 

While. Sevies was engaging some of the 
miners near the coal chute, a band on the 
other side of the depot essayed to take the 
garrison again. But the gang was repulsed 
with the loss of one man killed. 

General Carnes did not move upon the 
Coal Creek crowd as early as he intended 
to and his detention was caused by his in- 
ability to lecate the command of Major 
Carpenter. 

About 1 o’clock,however,he sent a flag into 
town and demanded the 


„„the Anderson 


and the unconditional: surrender of the min- 
ers. This was refused and then the general 
sent his messenger back with the declara- 
tion: “If you dd not surrender within an 
hour I shal! advance and storm the place.“ 

Many of the miners laughed, but some of 
them advised a surrender, because their am- 
munition was short. A conference was held 
and the miners adjourned with a request 
that General Carnes give them until 3 
o'clock. This the general agreed to do, re 
serving, however, the right to attack any 
body of their men outside the town. 

Before the general made his demand for 
the surrender of the town, he sent out sev- 
eral squads with orders to look well over the 
field. One of those squads was under com- 
mand of Colonel Sevies, the officer the miu- 
ers made surrender a year ago. The colo- 
nel is a good soldier and a lucky one. With- 
in two hours after leaving the camp Colonel 
Sevier ran upon a squad of a half-dozen 
miners who, like he, were scouting. The 
colonei demanded thar surrender and at 
first they refused, but finally they gave In. 

Soon after making the capture the colonel 
ascertained that one of his prisoners was the 
celebrated Bud Tindsay, the great outlaw 
and the veteran leader of insurrections. 
Lindsay was completely cowed and without 
being asked a question told General Carnes 
just what the miners’ strength and jfans 
were. 

Just before 3 o’clock a flag of truce came 
to General Carnes from Coal Creek. The 
miners wanted another hour. At first Gen- 
eral Carnes refused to grant iit, but finally 
agreed to do so provided Colonel Anderson 
was surrendered to him. The miners agreed 
to do so and at half-past 40’clock Coione 
Anderson was eserted from Coal Creek to 
Camp Carnes by a small delegation of min- 
ers who moved under a. white flag. The 
meeting between the old veteran and Gen- 
eral Carnes was a touching one. 

The mihers who came into camp with 
Colonel Anderson {nformed General Carnes 
that they were 

Willing ta Surrender 
under certain conditions and these conditions 
they began to name when the general cut 
them short by saying, “Nothing but an un- 
conditional surrender will do. I ask no 
favors and I grant none.” 

The miners withdrew and after a short 
consultation returned and informed Genera] 
Carnes that they would cease all hostili- 
ties and surrender. That pleased the gen- 
eral and in a short time he was practically 
in control of Coal Creek and the mluers 
were scattering. General Carnes did not 
deem it advisable, however, to infest the 
town with his troops and the men are yet 
in Camp Carnes. In the morning, how- 
ever, they will be marched into the town 
and no one just now thinks that they will 
meet with any opposition. If they do not, the 
second Coal Creek war may be considered 
at an end. 

After that, the practical surrender by the 
miners, a comparison of notes gave up the 
casualties which have been presented in the 
first part of this story. 

But are the people right in thinking that 
the trouble is ended? 

Here in Knoxville many think it is a 
scheme the miners are working and have no 
faith in it. They may be right and they 
may not. It is generally understood, and 
the miners know it, too, that 

The Convicts Will Be Taken Away 
from the Coal Creek mines within a very 
short time. That is the only brauch pen- 
itentiary in the state now except the Mor- 
row farm. If the convicts were moved 
away the cause of the whole trouble would 
be removed. 

Then who has whipped the fight? 

Is it the state or is it the miners? 

All the details and reminiscences of the 
last few days are not only interesting, but 
thrilling and entertaining. One of the most 
prominent men of the section is Squire 
Prosisec. The ‘squire lives just up against 
mines and is known and respected by 

When the troops were trying to cross the 
mountain last night a detachment of the 
military went to the squire's house near 
which the troops passed and conscripted him. 
By the terms the squire was directed to 
pilot them over the mountain to the garri- 
son. He protested against the work, de-

MORE WABLIKE MOVEMENTS,

Camp Carnes, Tenn., August 20, 1:30 
A. M.—General Carnes has just received 
reliable information that 400 miners from 
Kentucky are coming in tonight on a train. 
So much faith did fhe general put in the 
story that he has detailed his Gatling gun 
and 100 men for work. These are now on 
the hillside commanding a complete view 
of the railroad. They have instructioris 
to fire into the train if it comes unless the 
general is satisfied that there is no truth in 
the story. 

An Early Morning Move. 

Camp Carnes, Tenn., August 20, 1:50 
A. M.—General Carnes now has Coal Creek 
completely surrounded by nearly seven hun- 
dred men and has 400 prisoners on his 
hand. For some reaséus he decided to move 
tonight and at 1:20 o’elock the line was put 
in motion and the mation was kept up until 
tae entire town was surrounded. All dur- 
ing the evening the scouting parties have 
been picking up miners. These, with those 
the general had yesterday, gives him 400 
prisoners} or more. These prisoners are 
under guard, all except Lindsay. The gen- 
eral has sent Lindsay into the coal mines, 
where he is heavily chained and where 
he will be for the present. All the militia 
who had been captured by the miners and 
who were being held have just been re 
leased.

AT THE STATE'S CAPITAL. 


Mauy Volunteers Ready—The Bitter Feeling 
Against Governor Buchanan. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 19.—(Special.) 
The martial spirit has been fully aroused 
in Tennessee and tonight twenty-five hun- 
dred volunteers are sleeping on arms and 
ready to proceed on to Coal Creek if their 
services are needed. The inaction of the 
state officials and what is considered a cow- 
ardly attempt to compromise with the mob 
aroused the ‘utmost findignation. Feeling 
secure in having a friend at the helm the 
Anderson county miners did not hesitate in 
their course of outlaw»y, treacherously took 
Major Kellar Anderson a prisoner and 
threatened to lynch him unless his forces 
surrendered. The graye fears that he had 
been lynched by his captors aroused the men 
of Nashville and the ery was for vengeance 
or rescue. 

Rey. D. C. Kelley, one of the most prom- 
inent Methadist ministers in the south and 
colonel of General Forest's old command ia 
the confederate army, volunteered today to 
lead a force and by noon over five hundred 
of the best people in Nashville had enlisted, 
included among them were bankers, lawyers, 
doctors and merchants. Mayor George B

ith, General Norman wired to Wash- 
ington for guns and the secretary of war 
ordered 600 stand of guns and 39,000 
rounds of ammunition sent from Indian- 
apolis to Knoxville. The Nashville men 
met and organized a regiment and agreed 
upon a signal to assemble them when need- 
ed. In the meantime General Norman had 
received telegrams from Tullahoma, Jack- 
son, Trenton, Murfreesboro, Winchester, 
Springfield, Fayetteville and Chattanooga 
saying volunteer companies ranging in num- 
bers from fifty to two hundred and fifty 
had been organized and tendered their ser- 
vices. All were accepted and ordered to 
proceed at once to Coal Creek. 

There was great anxiety at the capital over 
the situation at Coal Creek and the twen- 
ty-five hundred men under orders were to 
have been started for the place tonight, but 
at 6 o'clock General Norman received the 
following telegram from Knoxville: 

“General Carnes says he don’t need any 
more troops. Major Auderson was delivered 
to General Carnes by the miners at 4:0 
o'clock this afternoon. The outlook is 
brightening. F. K. HUGER.’ 

General Norman at once countermanded 
the orders to all volunteers. The news 
caused general rejoicing. 

Governor Buchanan is still confined to his 
room, but today issued a card in which he 
says he believes the insurrection will soon 
be quelled, but calling on every patriotic 
citizen to hold himself in readiness in Case 
his services should be needed by the state. 
In the meantime telegrams from bands of 
volunteers continue to pour in. 

A Great Indignation Meeting. 


Nashville, Tenn., August 19.—(Special.)— 
At a great meeting at the courthouse to- 
night Governor Buchanan was again bit- 
terly denounced for his inaction in the pres- 
ent troubles in Kast Tennessee and a very 
lively scene resulted. In answer to calls 
Judge Matt W. Allen spoke, saying that the 
same state of things that called for the 
existing conditions in Tennessee had made 
a Buchanan possible. The people of Ten- 
nessee were to blame for they were rotten 
to the core. Thieves, murderers and riot- 
ers walked unwhipt of justice on the pub- 
lic streets. This condition of affairs must 
be a lesson to the people that murder, mobs, 
riots and strikes must be made to be im- 
possible. The law must be enforced and crime 
will cease. ‘We should commence at home 
and correct these evils and when we en- 
force the law there will be respect for it. 
The present disorders must be crushed if 
every man in East Tennessee were killed 
to it.” Killing was a terrible thing 
and war was terrible, but this state of 
things demanded bloodshed. 

During the speech C. C. Fahey, a well- 
known labor agitator, interrupted Allen sev- 
‘eral times and the crowd was restrained 
from putting him out by Allen, who said 
they were present to enforce law and not 
to violate it. Fahey continued to insult the 
speaker until the crowd rushed on him and 
threw him out of the room and down the 
8 bruising him up considerably.

FREIGHT 18 BRING RAPIDLY MOVED. 


It Looks as if the Roads Had 
Won. 


CLASHES 


But None of Them  Serious—Seven 
Thousand Soldiers Have Gathered 
at Buffalo. 


WITH THE STRIKERS 


Buffalo, N. I., August 19.—The railway 
situation tonight can be summed up in this 
way: The only trunk line uninterruptedly 
carrying freight eastward is the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western. One of the west- 
ern trunk lines, from this city to the Lake 
Shore, is clogged and the Grand Trunk of 
Canada is threatened with a strike. The 
Michigan Central, the other trunk feeder 
westward, is involved like the Lake Shore 
in the fortunes of the Central. The 
troops, 7,000 strong, though today in the 
city, had not all reached their posts and 
picket lines will not all be complete until 
tomorrow. 

Work Going On. 

Practically there has not been appreciably 
greater protection in the various yards than 
yesterday, but nevertheless the Central 
handled seventeen tyains and the other 
roads combined handled eleven trains, a 
total of twenty-eight. The Lehigh sent out 
two freight trains from Hornellsville and 
received two from the same place. New 
men were employed to make up the trains 
going out and handle those coming in under 
the protection of soldiery. Eight switch 
engines were at work, all manned by new 
men. The Lehigh’s west-bound business, 
done through the Nickel Plate and Lake 
Shore, was in a state of paralysis, those 
roads not having been able to adjust them- 
selves to the emergency. The Lehigh has 
a force of 90 to 100 men, but owing to the 
difficulties of interchanging all its engines 
are not fully employed. The Nickel Plate 
people reported having sent out four freight 
trains, and, of course, passenger traffic was 
uninterrupted. More men are needed, how- 
ever, to handle the business. The Buffalo 
Creek, which is a belt line for freight, is 
not doing any business, although the trains 
of other roads are being run over its 
tracks. 

The Central All Right. 

Vice President Webb, of the Central, 
said tonight: We have been handlin 
freight at all our yards, stations anc 
terminals. We have hired some new 
men and taken back some of the old men, 
who felt rerssured on the arrival of the 
troops. We have now a full night and day 


force at every point and are doing as large 
a business today as we did a month ago, 


with the 


change with the Lake Shore, which is tak- 
ing but few cars. So far as the Central 
is concerned, the strike is entirely over.“ 

The Lake Shore handled no freight, but 
the West Shore moved some. The Lake 
Shore has enough men to do its work, it is 
positively stated, and they will be put to 
work in earnest under full guard tomor- 
row. The Erie was able to work ten en- 
gines at East Buffalo, and had sent out five 
freight trains by this afternoon. 

e only trouble reported today oceurred 
between 12 and 1 o’clock at the Seneca 
street crossing, where Yardmaster Barrett, 
in attempting to bring the first string of 
freight from Ohio street to East Buffalo 
under the protection of troops, was stoned 
by a mob of Erie strikers. He was not 
seriously injured. No arrests were made 
by the police, and the soldiers did not open 
fire. e Buffalo Creek road still remains 
idle. Not a wheel has been turned on this 
road for a week. 


Sweeney Proposes Arbitration. 


Master Workman Sweeney this evening 
addressed to the officials of the tied-up 
roads a formal letter, reciting the history 
of the demands of the switchmen for ten 
hours work, at previous rates for over- 
time, and the right of appeal of discharged 
or suspended switchmen to higher author- 
ity. De then proposes arbitration of the 
difficulties between the roads and the men 
by three persons, one each to be chosen by 
either side and the third by these two. 

Bowen's Tough Luck. 


At 6 o'clock tonight a Lake Shore en- 
gine with a crew of men were engaged in 
switching cars @f perishable property. 
Switchman Albert wen was on top of 
the car. 

Aa the car approched Lehigh bridge at 
Hamburg street, one of the striking switch- 
men climbed on top ef the car and attacked 
Bowen. Officer Matterson saw the attack 
and started to the rescue, but before he 
reached the car Bowen had driven the 
striker off the car. Bowen received a se 
vere cut on the head, but proceeded on the 
ear toward the freight house, Officer Mat- 
terson being on the engine. wen had oc- 
casion to leave the train to attend to his 
work when he was set upon by a mob in 
the vicinity of Hamburg street crossing. 
Officer Matterson returned to the crossing 
and reseued Bowen, but not until after the 
latter had received severe cuts about the 
head. Matterson took Bowen to a dining 
car and telephoned for the freight hospital 
ambulance. When the ambulance arrived, 
Dr. Neal bandaged Bowen's head and in

He believes that if prompt ac 
tion is not taken the missionary cause and 
the lives of missionaries will be in serious 
danger in other places. The building of 
Dr. Bartlett's ence was originally stop- 
by local authorities. On application 
ing made for permission to complete the 
same, it was refused, unless Dr. Bartlett 
would furnish or guarantee to neither hold 
religious worship nor instruct children on the 
premises. The withholding of the permit 
was claimed to be under orders from 
stantinople. 

The legation applied to the sublime porte 
for such permission, claiming that the treaty 
rights of the Americans extended not only 
to the purchase of land, but to enjoyment 
of the same. The permit was finally grant- 
ed by the sultan, and it appears that im- 
mediately after the receipt of this permit by 
the local authorities, the house was burned. 

Secsetary Foster promptly cabled the 
charge to make an urgent demand for ef- 
fective protection, indemnity, punishment 
of the guilty. parties and reprimand of the 
authorities if found remiss. The United 
States cruisers Newark and Bennington, 
now on their way to Genoa, will be order- 
er to the vicinity of the outrage to support 
this demand. 


K UNIQUE PLATFORM. 


Some of the Peculiar Features of That Ohio 
People's Party. 

O., August 19.—(Special.)—The 
state convention of the people’s party met 
here with about two hundred and 
fifty delegates present, representing thirty- 
nine of Ohio’s eighty-eight counties. The 
ticket nominated is as follows: Secretary of 
state, S. C. Thayer, of Canton; judges of the 
supreme court, E. D. Starke, of Cleveland, and 
D. J. Payne, of Washington county; clerk of 
the supreme court, W. R. Boiles, of Hamilton 
eounty; member of board of public works, 
James Houser, of Summit county; presiden- 
tial electors, John Seitz, of Seneca county, 
and A. J. Carpenter, of Defiance county. The 
platform, among other provisions, demands 
that the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors shall be by the national goy- 
ernment; it demands that the right of suffrage 
shall depen, only * qualitied citizen- 
ship; demand that all taxes on mortgaged 
farms be paid by thel mortgagee to the 
extent of his interest in the county and town- 
ship where property is located; demands that 
all property be listed at its true money value; 
the reduction of all fees and salaries of 
public officials to correspond with the shrink- 
age in value of property; the abolition of 
capital unishment. The financial plank 
rends: ‘“We demand that the general govern- 
ment create and issue five hundred million 
dollars of treasury notes, making them full 
legal tender for all debts, both public and 
private, for improvement of our public roads, 
and that — shall be apportioned to each 
state and territory pro rata with the number of 
miles of roads in each state and territory of 
a rate of two million dollars a month.” A 
resolution protesting against Senator Brice 
holding his seat on the ground of non-resl- 
dence was sent to Senator Peffer for intro- 
duetion in the senate.

Athens, G. August 19— (Special.) 
Tom Cobb Hull breathed his last and gently 
closed his eyes in death at 1 o'clock 
today. 

For seven weeks he has been sick with 
typhoid fever, and about ten days ago his 
life was despaired, but in a day or two he 
took an unusual change for the better and 
hopes for his recovery were again enter- 
tained, but it was hoping against hope, and 
today’s noon brought the end of his bright 
young life. | 

Tom Cobb Hull was a member of that 
distinguished old family whose name has 
been one of the most honored and illustri- 
ous in Georgia for years. He was a nephew 
of Mrs. Harry Jackson and Mrs. Hoke 
Smith, of Atlanta, and related to many 
other well-known Georgians. He was a 
universal favorite in Athens and wherever 
known, being of that high cast of charac- 
ter that makes gentlemen, and possessing 
those auxiliary. attributes to character 
that come. of high birth and breeding, he 
was both beloved and admired. 

Mr. Hull was about seventeen years old 
and was one of the high honor members 
of the junior class of 92. There was a 
gtriking similarity in the characters of 
Bolling Stovall and Tom Hull and the loss 
of two such young men within a month 
is a sad blow to the Classic City. 

Hit with a Bat.

THE LITTLE GIRL'S STORY 


Burning of the House of 
Nathan Ellis. 

Griffin, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)}—On 
Monday night when the house of Nathan 
Ellis, near this city, was burned there was 
left in fhe house by the negro Ellis and his 
wife five children instead of four as was 
reported, and one of them, a little girl, es- 
caped and turned up the next morning, 
having, as she said, remained in the woods 
all night from fear. 

This girl, who is about five years old, 
tells the following story, which was told 
by Nathan Ellis, who was in town yes- 
terday: 

She says that some time after her parents 
had locked up the house and gone to church 
she was awakened by some one coming in 
at the door, who lit the lamp, and by the 
light she saw that it was a negro man. She 
says that he then set the house on fire 
and went away and she was-so badly 
frightened that she got up and ran out of 
the house to the woods near by, where she 
remained during the night, being so much 
scared that she was afraid to come out un- 
til day. She did not know who the man 
was and made no effort to awaken the 
other children, who perished in the flames. 

There are a number of theories in re- 
gard to the fire and the way it occurred by 
people living near,,but for the present the 
little girl's story will be accepted. 
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son for the past week in pursuit of Eugene 
Bunch, the train robber, returned home last 


night. 
Jackson's party, consisting of fourteen deter 


. mined men, left Osyka Sunday last, riding 


across the country to Franktington, La. Af- 
ter a further ride of twenty-four miles, they 
captured Duncan, one of Bunch's gang, who 
was forced to pilot them through the swamp 
and hiding places till Cornelia, another des- 
perate member of the gang, was captured. 
He admitted assisting Bunch in the robbery 
on the Illinois Central, near Tangipahoa on 
the «4th of April last. . 
According to the statement of Mr. Perry, 
of the detective’s party, a rope was placed 
around Cornelia’s neck, and he readily ad- 
licity in the robberies and his 
association wi Captain Bunch or “Guyce,” 
as he is known in that locality. He also told 
about the murder of tienry Sherling, the spot- 
ter who was employed by Detective Jackson 
to weave a web around Bunch and his gang. 
Sherling was a tough and desperate charac- 
ter, and had no trouble in ning the confi- 
dence of the prince of outlaws. He was a 
man after Bunch’s own heart, and was con- 
sidered a valuable aquisition to his forces. 
Together they planned the robbery of a rich 
wool grower of Franklington. Detective Jack- 
son was kept advised of the plan, and had ar- 
to capture the whole crowd, but 
talked once too much. Bunch smelt 
the rat. A final conference was to be held 
on Sunday at the home of Duncan, and 
Sherling approached the house at 1 o'clock 
and was shot from ambush. Duncan and his 
family had gone to church, thirteen miles 
from home for the first time in eighteen 
months, so that it is almost certain Bunch 
and Hopgood, one of the gang, did the shoot- 


ing. 

The posse learned of all these facts, and 
that Bunch was still th the neighborhood. 
On two occasions they heard of him within 
five or six miles of their camp, but he was so 
well acquainted with the country, kept so well 
advised of their movements that he success- 
fully eluded them at every turn, and finally 
escaped into the fathomless depths of the 
Louisiana swamps, where he was supposed 
to be alone, when the Jackson members of 
the posse returned home. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


What R. J. Dun’s Weekly Review Has to Say 
About the State of Trade. 


New York, August 19.—R. G. Dun’s weekly 
review of trade says: Later advices from the 
west promise rather better crops of wheat and 
corn, and cotton prospects are a little better, 
though neither yield will approach that of last 
year. 

With the abundant supplies brought over, the 
outlook is so good that business distinctly im- 
proves, and the prospect for fall trade is every- 
where considered bright. 

The great strikes in New York, Pennsylvania 
and Tennessee appear to have scarcely an 
appreciable effect upon business as yet and 
thongu interruption of traffic is threatened on 
many Wuportant railroads, stocks are generally 
steady or strong, closing but small fractions 
lower than a week ago. 

In cotton, a further decline of a sixteenth 
has occurred and sales have been 598,000 
bales, the actual movement at this season be- 
ing .nsignificant, while crop prospects with 
heavy stocks on hand tend to depress prices. 
Last week the quantity which has come into 
sight for the crop year rose above 9,000,000 
bales, and the stock of American here and 
abroad are over 230,000 bales. 

Orders for dress goods from the west are 
large and cotton jobbers will have no difficulty 
in selung the whole production, higher prices 
for bleached goods being expected. Print 
cloth trade is enormous, the contracts in two 
weeks covering a million pieces and the pro- 
duction for August and September being sold. 
The boot and shoe shops are pressed by jobbers 
and trade is healthy, though profits are small. 
Wool is fairly active and firm and the outlook 
rosy. 

Iron is steadier at Philadelphia, and finished 

roducts improving, the trade in hardware be- 
ng fair, aud exceeding last year's. 

Sales of wool at the three largest markets 
since the middle of May have been 41,000, 000 
pounds against 70,500,000 last year. 

The production of boots and shoes is now 
estimated at 165,000,000 pairs, and eastern 
shipments last week were 6,000 cases more 
than a week ago.

when they parted. After they left Sheriff 
McDowell locked the jail. This was about 
half-past 3 o’clock. Again at 6 o'clock the 
sheriff made his usual visit to the jail to 
put his prisoners in the lower cage in their 
cells. Whenever Sheriff McDowell went to 
the jail Mr. Smith had something to say to 
him, and as he failed to say anything this 
time the sheriff spoke to him. Not answer- 
ing the sheriff went up to the cell and found 
Mr. Smith hanging by a small rope used to 
tie the bunks to the sides of the cells. He 
ran out and called assistance, unlocked the 
cell and immediately cut him down. He 
was still warm. The doctor was sent for, 
but the man was beyond his power. Three 
large gashes were found on his head. The 
prisoners in the lower cell heard a jarring 
and the doorfacing was found to be bloody. 
This shows that he first tried to butt his 
brains out, and not succeeding, hanged him- 
self. He evidently first tied the rope to his 
neck and then climbed on his bunk and on 
a small projection of the cell to tie the rope 
to the side of the cell. There was just 
room enough for him to hang. As the pris- 
oners in the lower cell heard no struggling 
it is supposed that he was weak from his 
first attempt and died of strangulation with- 
out a struggle. The coroner was notified 
and that night held an inquest. Letters 
were found to his wife, the sheriff and his 
father, giving instructions as to his burial 
and disposition of his property. 


WAS IT A PANTHER? 


An Experience of Two Young Men in the 
Lavender Mountains. 


Rome, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)}—Two 
young men who recently went hunting 
up the foot of the Lavender mountains 
had a very thrilling experience. 

George West is am experienced hunter 
and is familiar with some of the wildest 
localities of the range. He lives in one 
of the most out of the way places in north 
Georgia, and spends most of his time 
hunting the wild things of the hills. A 
few nights ago he went out coon hunting 
in company with Mr. Bob Kell, a relative 
who was visiting at his house. 

For several weeks West had noticed the 
peculiar tracks of some wild animal in his 
fields and in the dusty roads and moun- 
tain paths.

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Which Is Deservedly Famous in Western 
Georgia, 
HOW SHILOH GOT ITS - NAME. 


Many Were the Georgia Boys Who Lost 
Their Lives at Shiloh, and This Was 
Named in Their Honon 


Carrollton, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)— 
Did you ever attend a camp meeting? If 
not you have missed one of the good 

of this life. 

The sixtieth annual session of Shiloh camp 
meeting convened Wednesday morning last 
and still is in session. 

Shiloh camp ground is noted and known 
by the leading Methodists all over Georgia. 
The name Shiloh has been given the camp 
ground since the noted battle of Shiloh, 
Miss., where fell many of the brave boys 
who lived in the community where the camp 
ground is located, were reared and attend- 
ed the annual sessions year by year before 
the entry into the confederate service in 
which they lost their lives. 

About sixty years ago some prominent 
Methodists of Carrollton and Carroll coun- 
ty located a camp ground one mile west of 
Carrollton, which they called “Carrollton 
camp ground.” In 1846 this camp ground 
was moved near Simonton’s mills and called 
Espey's ground,” and just after the battle 
of Shiloh, Miss., the camp ground was 
moved to a point eight miles vast of Carroll- 
ton and named “Shiloh,” in honor of the 
greut battle fought a while before and in 
which hundreds of Carroll county braves 
were killed and wounded. : 

The Methodists have been meeting an- 
nually at this camp ground for a week or 
more service and often great revivals of 
religien are the results of this camp meeting. 
The itinerant ministers of the Methodist 
church for miles around attend these ser- 
vices as well as the hundreds of members 
in Carroll and adjoining counties. Some- 
times as many as two hundreds tents are 
pitched around this camp ground and not 
a stake is moved till the meeting is closed. 
On Saturdays and Sundays often from five 
to ten thousand people are in attendance 
and there are usually five or six sermons 
during the day. These camp meetings of- 
ten show excellent results for the cause of 
religion. Thousands of accessions to the 
church are the result of the annual sessions 
at Shiloh. Sometimes as many as 150 join 
at one session. ; 

A more beautiful place in Georgia cannot 
be found than the present location of Shiloh 
camp ground. The citizens around and the 
Methodists have built a fine church house 
and hung a large church bell, which, in ad- 
dition to doing service every Sunday morn- 
ing to tell the children of the community 
that Sunday school hour had arrived, is 
used to call off and on each service during 
camp meeting times. Years ago a large 
horn served to call. the camp meeting folks 
together, but in this modern time this fne 
church bell does this service. A large stand 
covered with boards and seats for thousands 
of people has been built, and in this the 
principal services are held. Oftentimes ser- 
vices are held in the commodious church and 
the stand also at the same time. 

The church bell, as did the old-fashioned 
cow horn years ago, calls up the people in 
the morning at an early hour, say by sun- 
rise, for prayer. Hundreds of people are 
tented around, and of course each service 
is largely attended. This same bell cails 
the people to the dozen different services 
during the day and night. Sometimes the 
services get so interesting that they hold to 
the small hours of the night and some in- 
stances have occurred where they continued 
during the night and the people did «ci go 
to their tents till Old Sol showed himself in 
the east. 

There is not a camp groand in ticorgia 
more widely known than Shiloh and possi- 
bly there is not one that has such attend- 
ances every year. 

The annual camp meeting convened at 


hiloh last week and is still in session. 
e attendance Sunday was very 
rge. A conservative estimate puts 
the attendance at 5,000 people. The usual 
interest is being taken and hundreds of peo- 
ple are professing religion. Rev. Dr. Cooke, 
presiding elder of the LaGrange district, 
reach an able sermon yesterday morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock, and Dr W. R. Foote, one 
of the most noted ministers in the Methodist 
church, preached at 11 o'clock. 
The sermon of Dr. Foote was 
highly complimented and had a wonder- 
ful effect on the great audience, which lis- 
tened to it for sixty-eight minutes. The 
meeting will last for several days yet, as 
there are many noted and able ministers 
present who ‘will be heard from befere the 
services close. Most every noted Methodist 
minister in Georgia has preached at Shileh 
camp ground. Dr. J. W. Lee, of Atlanta, 
attended these services regularly for sever- 
al years, and when there occupied the pul- 
pit. Many other noted Methodist preach- 
ers, who have risen to distinction, tome to 
the bishopric, some to presiding elders and 
other places of distinction, have worshiped 
at Shiloh camp ground. 
If you have never attended a camp meet- 
ing you should go at the next opportunity. 


A LYNGHING HIGHLY PROBABLE. 


A Prominent Dodge County Farmer Killed 
by His Son-in-Law. 

Eastman, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)— 
Another foul murder was added to the 
criminal history of Dodge county last night. 

Mr. William P. Rogers, a prominent 
farmer of Rawlins’s district, while return- 
ing to his home from Eastman, where he 
had spent the day, was shot from ambush 
about 7 o’clock and instantly killed. The 
shooting occurred at a point about nine 
miles north of this place. 

Elisha Evans, a son-in-law of Rogers, 
and Elisha Livingston were at once sus- 
pected of the crime. Both have been ar- 
rested: Evans admits doing the killing, 
but claims that it was done in self-defense. 
The fact, however, that Rogers’s pistol 
was found to be full of cartridges shows 
that this cannot be true. From parties 
who have just returned from the scene of 
the murder it is learned that there is great 
excitement, and a lynching bee is not at all 
improbable. Elisha Livingston is already 
under bond, charged with the murder of 
W. T. Womble, about three months ago.

Granny Hoar de- 
scribes it as a simple proposition to give 
an appeal to the courts of the United 
States, subject to the final power of the 
house itself, in any contested questions 
of the election of national representa- 
tives.” But the force bill which passed 
the republican house in 1890, and which 
the republican president tried to dragoon 
through the senate, provides for the ap- 
pointment of election officers and return- 
ing boards by partisan republican judges 
holding life offices, and, therefore, not re- 
sponsible to the people of the state. These 
republican returning boards could be de- 
pended on to falsify the returns as cer- 
tainly as the returning boards that count- 
ed Samuel J. Tilden out in 1876. 

The force bill takes the control of the 
election from the states and turns it over 
to the federal judges, all but two of whom 
are republican partisans. It provides for 
an army of spies and roustabouts, hustlers 
and heelers; it provides for the appoint- 
ment of an unlimited number of deputy 
marshals, and it provides for an invasion 
of the homes of citizens of the state by 
federal authority, represented in this case 
by the heelers and hustlers—houseto 
house visitations in the interest of the re- 
publican party. 

Granny Hoar should wake up. Editor 
Halstead is eminently right when he pro- 
poses to run from the republican force 
bill. The people will have the entire ro- 
publican party on the run as soon as they 
get a clear understanding of what the 
force bill means. 


One of the Many. 

The investigation of the Iron Hall now 
going on at Indianapolis reveals a very 
interesting state of affairs. 

It seems that this association has se 
cured about 80,000 members all over the 
United States by offering to pay each 
member $1,000 at the end of seven years 
in return for assessments amounting to 
about $300. 

Now, this $300 could not possibly yield, 
if safely invested or loaned out, anything 
like $700, and people will naturally won- 
der where such an immense profit comes 
from. 


It is plain that these 80,000 subscribers 
did not look very closely into the matter. 
They wanted something for nothing, or 
three times more than the amount of 
their investment at the end of seven years, 
and when an apparently reputable con- 
cern made the offer they jumped at it. 

It is about time for our people to realize 
the fact that money is hard to get, and 
very hard to multiply three times over in 
seven years. Big interest or big profits in 
a short time mean unreliable security. 
No man and no company doing a safe 


business can afford to offer something for 


nothing, or exceptional profits on small 
investments. Such schemes may appear 
to move along satisfactorily for a time, 
but the collapse is inevitable, and some- 
body must lose. 

It is far better to be satisfied with a 
slow, but sure, increase of fortune than to 
stake it upon such risky ventures as the 
Iron Hall and other similar schemes. 
This advice has been given time and 
again, but there will always be multi- 
tudes of people who will not follow it. 
For the benefit of this class, the law 
should interpose its strong arm, and it is 
to be hoped that the investigation at In- 
dianapolis will be followed by others in 


the same line.

ill Investigate the Discrimination in 
Freight Rates 


MADE AGAINST ATLANTA BY RAILROADS 


Council Met and Considered Mayor Hemp- 
hill’s Communication Yesterday— Mr. 
C. A. Bindall to Do the Work. 


The council held three sessions yesterday 
afternoon in less than one hour’s time. 

And the aldermanic board niet twice 
during the interims between the sessions 
of the council. 

It was an important day’s work these 
bodies did and one that will tell in the 
future history of the city. It was, in fact, 
the most important meeting that has yet 
been held by the present council. 

The meeting yesterday was a special 
called session of the council to consider a 
matter in which all Atlanta is vitally in- 
terested—the matter of discrimination in 
freight rates against Atlanta. This matter 
is of especial interest to the merchants and 
manufacturers, as it more directly affects 
them, but it is a matter in which every 
person in Atlanta is interested. 

This alleged discrimination has been 
talked of in Atlanta for a long time. The 
Chamber of Commerce, the Commercial 
Club, the Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
and other business organizations of the 
city have discussed it and have tried to 
evolve a remedy. Then the people, who 
in the end bear the brunt of the burden of 
this discrimination, began to talk of it. 
But no itive or definite action was taken. 


It remained for Mayor Hemphill to bring. 


the matter before the people and cause 
an investigation of the discrimination if 
there is any. It was a matter upon which 
there was little information—a matter to 
be looked into. 

Mayor Hemphill brought the matter u 
in a communication to the council whic 
was read at the regular meeting Monday. 
In that communication the mayor said that 
the fact had been publish and stood 
undisputed that flour can be shipped from 
the west to Europe as cheap, if not cheap- 
er, than it can be shipped from the west 
to Atlanta. He said this discrimination 
created the difficulties that stood in the 
way of the manufacturing and commercial 
industries of Atlanta. e recommended 
that a committee of three be appointed 
from the council to take hold of the matter. 
He suggested also that the better plan 
might be to appoint a thoroughly compe- 
tent and well-posted railroad man to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

The communication from the mayor, to- 
gether with a resolution from Alderman 
Rice, was referred to a special committee 
consisting of Messrs. Rice, Shropshire and 
Meador. 

The Committee Reports. 

It was to receive the report of this com- 
mittee that yesterday’s meeting was held. 

The body was called to order at 3 o’clock 
sharp by Mayor Pro Tem. Reinhardt. 
There was a good attendance of aldermen 
and councilmen as the matter under discus- 
sion was one in which all were vitally in- 
terested. 

Chairman Rice, of the committee, said 
the committee had been at work and had 
found a mammoth task before it—that of 
collecting the facts and figures to show 
that Atlanta was in reality being discrimi- 
nated against. He said it was necessary 
to have the facts to submit in evidence in 
order to obtain the needed redress. He 
said the committee had decided that the 
best 1 to do was to accept the sugges- 
tion of Mayor Hemphill and employ an ex- 
pert to investigate the rates, and collect 
ull the facts necessary. Mr. Charles A. 
Sindall, he said, was a good man for the 
place, one thoroughly qualified and well 
posted on all matters pertaining to freight 
rates. The committee had agreed to re- 
port, recommending that he be employed 
to do the work. 

“The railroads,” said Mr. Rice, “havo 
taken everything away from Atlanta bu 
the tracks.

The Currier Street Matter. 
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Another Striking Example. 

Atlanta, August 19.—Editor Constitution: I 
have been noticing with pleasure your crusade 
against the railroad discriminations against 
Atlanta in the matter of freight rates, but 
have been very doubtful of any success for 
you. Since, however, the council, by advice 
of Mayor Hemphill, has taken the matter 
up, I feel that my quota of facts may be of 
some benefit in their work, I, therefore, call 
your attention to the tariff on school slates to 
this point and others. Nashville has a rate 
of 40 cents per hundred pounds, Memphis 43 
cents, Little Rock, Ark., 64 cents, Mobile 59 
cents, while -Atlanta’s rate is 86 cents. These 
goods are shipped from Pennsylvania and, 
while not necessarily shipped through Atlanta, 
have often to come this way for Memphis or 


/ Mobile—both of which get lower rates than 


Atlanta. Now, when you consider that every 
20 cents added to freight rates means a tax 
of 10 per cent on the cost of goods, yau will 
see that Memphis can lay these goods dow 
at over 20 per cent less cost than can Atlanta, 
and both sell to the same trade. 

I will also call attention to the fact that I 
have brought these facts as also the excessive 
rate on tablets, etc., before Colonel Carter, 
both here and in New York, and his reply was 
that nothing could be done. I have also corre- 
sponded with the New York railroad com- 
missioner and the reply was that Memphis 
and Nashville, as trunk line points, were en- 
titled to lower rates than Atlanta. Now, if 
Atlanta is not a trunk line point I should like 
to know what a trunk line is. Will be pleas- 
ed to give any other information possible.

WHICH WILL CORRECT AN ERROR 


Into Which the Last Constitutional Con- 
vention of the State Permitted 
Itself to Fall. 


Three important amendments to the con- 
stitution of the state are to be voted on iu 
October. 

If adopted, they will revolutionize so much 
of the work of the late constitutional con- 
vention, as attempted to provide for bien 
nial sessions of the legislature, and will sub- 
stitut? annual fifty-day sessions instead. 

The Bienaial Session Failure. 

When the convention of 1877 assembled 
it was under a swing of the political pendu- 
lum to the extreme of the situation from 
which the people had just escaped. The 
republican legislature, under the republican 
state constitution of 1868, had ran riot with 
the people's liberties and finances. Money 
was flush, corruption was rife, and even the 
executive mansion had been deserted by & 
governor who was afraid to meet the peo- 
ple’s representatives. When the democracy 
came into power, in 1872, it found a de- 
pleted treasury, an overtaxed people and a 
state of impending bankruptcy ahead. Out 
of this period of depression and indigna- 
tion grew the convention of 1877. 

Prominent, and in fact, controlling, in the 
convention, was General Robert Toombs. 
For the last time in his life he was to take 
part in the public political deliberations of 
his state. His great alm was to lock the 
treasury against any future looting, and to 
so tie the hands of all future legislatures 
that none could ever go astray. 

It was believed that under the many re- 
strictions placed upon the legislative body 
that but little more legislation could ever 
be enacted. Since this was the case, once 
int two years was often enough for the leg- 
jalature to meet, and hence the biennial 
plan was adopted. 

But it Was in Vain. 

How vain all this precaution was is shown 
by the history of the state since. Ad- 
journed sessions were regularly taken from 
the regular session in November until the 
July following. Not only this, but the num- 
ber of days which General Toombs, in the 
simplicity of his old age, thought sufficient- 
ly, was multiplied, and it began to look as 
if the time would come when the body 
would be in continuous session. 

The legislators were not wholly to blame 
for this. That blame went back to the con- 
vention itself, which so loaded down the 
course of legislation that it was physically 
impossible to get through with the business 
of the house. Red tape ruled supreme, and 
the legislators stood powerless to remedy 
the evil. The work of the convention was 
a new thing, and it was the idol of the 
popular heart. Therefore, the average poli- 
tician did not dare to criticize it. 

The Memedy Proposed. 

It was not until the assembling of the 
last legislature that the necessity of reform 
fore action. It was recognized readily 
that the sessions should be limited, and 
that they should be annual. This could be 


made possible by abolishing some of the 
red tape which had been intended to tie the 
hands of a possible republican legislature. 

The result of these deliberations was the 
adoption of three amendments, to be b 
mitted to the populag vote. The firss 
amendment provides that “the first meeting 
of the general assembly, after the ratifica- 
tion of this constitution, shall be on the 
four Wednesday in October, 1888, and 
annuafty thereafter on the same day, until 
the day shall be changed by law.” 

The second amendment, which limits the 
term of the session, reads: No session of 
the general assembly shall continue longer 
than fifty days; provided, that if an im- 
peachment trial pending at the end of fifty 
days, the session may be prolonged till the 
completion of said trial.” 

The third amendment, which provides for 
the reading of bille on first and second 
readings by title only, will allow of quicker 
work, and do away with the long delay 
made necessary under the present rules be-

With these amendments, it is believed 
Mat each annum session of fifty days will 
be enabled to dispose of all the business 
brought before it, and at less cost to the 
state, and in a more satisfactory manner.

Rules for the Primary. 


Chairman Morris Brandon, of the 
democratic executive committee of Fulton 
county, furnishes The Constitution with 
the rules for the legislative primary. They 
are as follows: 

Be it resolved by the democratic executive 
committee of Fulton county, That a primary 
election be held in the various wards of the 
city of Atlanta, and the various militia 
districts of the county of Fulton outside of 
the city, on Tuesday, September 6, 1892, for 
the p e of choosing three candidates for 
the party for the lower branch of the next 
general assembly. 

Be it further resolved and ordered by said 
authority. That the primary election aforesaid 
be conducted under the following re tions: 

1. The managers of elections for each 
polling place shall be designated by the chair- 
man of this committee, who shall, as far as 
possible, be governed in the selection of said 
— by the views and wishes of the 
candidates, giving equitable representation to 
all, and 1 ng to the securing of absolute 
fairness. The managers shall select the neces- 
sary clerks, 

2. In the various city wards the polls shall 
be held at some convenient and accessible 
place which shall be selected by the chairman 
of this committee, and notice thereof pub- 
lished in advance, and shall be kept open from 
7 o’clock a. m. until 7 o’clock p. m. In the 
various militia precincts outside of the city. 
the polls shall be held at the district court- 
ground, and shall be kept open from 10 o’clock 
a. m. until 3 o’clock p. m., except in the 
districts known respectively as Blackhall and 
Cooks, where the polls shall open at 7 o’clock 
a. m. and close at 3 o’clock p. m. 

3. At said election every white democratic 
voter of Fulton county, who was registered 
in the last county registration, shall be per- 
mitted to vote, and none others except such 
persons as will file with the managers a cer- 
tificate fyom the tax collector that they are 
registered on the registration lists now being 
prepared by the tax collector. No person shall 
vote otherwise than in the ward or precinct 
in which he is registered. 

4. Tally sheets and lists shall be kept as 

rovided by the laws of Georgia, and on the 

ay after the election returns shall be made 
by the various managers to the chairman and 
secretary of this committee, who shall declare 
the result. 

Be it further resolved by said authority, 
That this committee recognizes an overwhelm- 
ing sentiment in Fulton county in favor of 
fair elections, stripped of all other accessories 
except such as tend to the most exact as- 
certainment of the 8 will, and that in 
accordance therewith we claim, and shall 
at all times exercise the right to. prescribe 
such rul as may be necessary. For the 
present ‘content ourselves with urgently 
recomme g to the candidates and their 
friends that they do not permit any hired 
workers at the polls, nor any carriages for 
hauling voters. 

No Room for the Worker. 


It will be observed from the above that 
there are some changes from the rules 
which governed the July primary. In that 
primary an affidavit of registration would 
qualify a voter. In the coming primary 
such voter must present a certificate from 
the tax collector. Another change is that 
every voter must vote in his own ward or 
district. These changes were made at the 
suggestion of the candidates themselves. 

An agreement entered into by the can- 
didates on their own motion is to the ef- 
fect that none of them will employ carriers 
nor workers, nor will they permit their 
friends to do so.
